Tho Archbishop of Canterbury prosided, and 
there were also present on the p'atform the 
Lord Chief Justice, the acwly consecrated 
Bishop of Shantang, Cauon Scott, and Pro- 
bendary Jabn Storrs. : 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, in his open- 
ing speech, explained that tho real object of the 
necting, was. to, welcome the Right Rey, 
Geoffrey Durnford Iliff, tha new Bishop of 
Shantung, and to give him on opportunity of 
expluining the development of the work in North 
China and Shantung, and of appealing for men 
and woraen and money for both diocoves, His 
Graco said he was speaking: under some littl 
difficulty, owing to illness, but the meeting hada 
1 xpecial significance that day, and he should have 
been exceedingly sorry if he bad been compelled 
to be absent, Tho right undorstonding cf the 
Chinese problem was auite exceptionully diffieult, 
There was first of all the prosaic, though extra- 
ordinarily vivid and pungent, difficulty of the 
naines of places; aud another and a graver one 
was the difference of opinion among well- 
informed men, not only as to theories, but as to 
facts about China, They had been that morn- 
ing tokl of the whispers of tho Hast which no 
Westera ear could hear, ‘or, if it did hear, could 
understund, apd that exactly, described , thoir 
position whou they tried. to grasp the 
problems which ‘their friends went out to 
face amongst the teoming. multitndes of 
China and Japon, It was also difficult 
to realixn the gigantio sizo of tho undertaking, 
and there were pecoliur porplexities as to the 
relation of missionary work to civil authority: 
ond the State, Tho diffloultios must net, 
however, be allowed to daunt them, and those 
why wore connected with the Society for the 
Propagation ‘of the Gospel had, ia this region, 
a peculiar responsibisity, tis, 22 years ago, the 
Church Missionary Society, which was working 
in Northern Chino, retired from that part in 
their favour, and dovoted themsolves to other 
portions of the country. In the region for 
which thoy wero verponsible they must, take 
care that they had what Archbishop Benson 
used to vull ‘‘ whito-hot” centres of misslonary 
offort, from which rediation might take placo 
all over the countiy, “They had not got those 
white hot contres yet, but he hoped that they 
would get them, and send oat more labourers 
to the harvest: which was waiting for tho sickle. 

Tho Lord Chief Justice was glad to bo able 
to say a few words in support of this work, with

The Seychelles’ have received their final 
medsnro of omancipation and ato now quite in- 
depeadent.of Mauritius, and mist be addressed 
in future us the Colony of Seychelles, But the 
Letters Patent passed under the Grant Seal ‘of 
the United Kingdom erecting the islands into 
n separate eolouy will bring about po radical 
change in the administration, The direct 
authority of Maaitine ceased in 1898, when an 
Administrator, an Executive Council and a 
Legislative Council. were given tothe Seychelles, 
and in 1897 the Administrator was given full 
p’ wers 2g Governor. Now, however, the Bey- 
chelles become a Crown Colony, and judging 
from a recent example of colonial methods in 
Mauritins the severance is not likely to harm 
the small colony, It is satisfactory to find that 
Mr. Ernest Beckham’ Sweot-Escatt, C.M.G., 
tho present.

Revolutionary Society in london, was murdered 
in the suburb of Nunbend late yesterday éveni ng 
The crime his created 1 sansation, as it hasevery 
appearance of being of # politica: character, and 
his been precedad by the assassinations of utbor 
officinis of branches of the same society on the 
Continent. Sagoaniwho returned to London only 
yesterday ofter sattling up the affairs of on 
associate in Switzerland, who was rocently 
assassinated by stubbing, way entering’ his 
residence when 2 man rusbed acrow the road 
and fired four shots at him in quick succession, 
tho lust ballot entering the region of tho heart. 
The murderer, wha appeared to bé a fore’ gner, 
fled.
